The report showed 54.1 million 


whites, an increase of 12.4 mil- 
lion over 1960, now live in the 
suburbs of the 67 urban areas. 


Negroes in the suburbs num- 


bered 2.5 million, an increase of 
only 762,000 over 10 years ago 
for a gain of three-tenths of one 
per cent. 


At the same time, the number 


of blacks in the core cities 
climbed 3.4 million to a total of 
12.5 million. The white popula- 
tion of the central cities dropped 
by 2.5 million to 39.8 million. 


The continued growth of the 


urban areas along racial lines 
was cited two years ago by the 
National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio- 
lence as a dangerous social 
trend. 


"The poverty and social isola- 


tion of minority groups in cen- 
tral cities is the single most se- 
rious problem of the American 
City today," the report said. 


In 1968, the National Advisory 


Commission on Civil Disorders 
said the flight of more affluent 
whites to the suburbs create a 
fpurfold dilemma for the core 
cities. 


While fewer tax dollars come 


in, it said, more tax dollars are 
required to meet the needs of 
expanding lower income groups. 
But, it said, each tax dollar 
buys less because of increasing 
costs, causing citizen unrest. 


The Census report showed 


that seven other central cities 
have Negro populations surpass- 
ing 40 per cent. 


They are Detroit, with 43.7 


per cent black; St. Louis, 40.9 
per cent; Baltimore, 46.4 per 
cent; New Orleans, 45 per cent;

The astronauts have been 


quarantined in a trailer-like iso- 
lation van aboard the ship since 
they were plucked from the 
South Pacific Tuesday after a 
bull's-eye landing that climaxed 
man's third moon-landing mis- 
sion. 


For the helicopter transfer 


they wore special biological 
masks to prevent them exhaling 
germs. 


At Pago Pago they move into 


another quarantine van aboard 
a C141 jet transport for a trip to 
Houston, arriving about 1 a.m.

cal technicians and cooks.

Ballooning 
Over Hation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Many 


of the nation's electric utilities, 
hit broadside by ballooning fuel 
prices last year, are passing on 
the cost to consumers in higher 
electricity bills. 


A nationwide survey by the 


American Public Power Asso- 
ciation shows many municipally 
operated public power depart- 
ments are paying greatly inflat- 
ed prices tor fuel oil, coal and 
natural gas to run generating 
equipment. In some instances, 
the costs over the year swelled 
by 150 per cent and more. 


A spot check of some of the 


utility companies involved in 
the survey disclosed that many 
already have raised their elec- 
tricity rates and that others 
plan to do so. 


In 1969, the Electric Light De- 


partment of Freepoft, N.Y., 
paid $33,000 for fuel oil to run its 
generators. In 1970, the figure 
jumped to $87,000, according to 
Ludovic Long, superintendent of 
the department. 


"The average rate increase 


here has been $2.10 a month," 
Long said in an interview. 


Long said his customers are 


complaining about the rate in- 
creases and he isn't happy 
about it either. 


At the end of 1970, the fuel oil 


price paid by the Public Service 
Department of Glendale, Calif., 
had risen to 252 per cent of what 
it was a year earlier. The De- 
partment already has increased 
its rates 6 to 7 per cent and 
more increases are likely, As- 
sistant General Manager How- 
ard Gulick said. 


In Vero Beach, Fla., 1970 fuel 


oil costs were up 30 per cent and 


natural gas prices up 20 per 
cent, said City Manager James 
Pride. If the increases continue 
into the summer, Pride said, the 
city will seek a fuel adjustment 
clause for the utility depart- 
ment. Such a clause permits the 
utility to pass on increased fuel 
costs to customers automatical- 
ly. 


"We haven't got the legal 


means to pass (the cost) on in 
utility rate increases, so we've 
just had to eat it," Pride said. 
"We can't eat it forever." 


Among other utilities sur- 


veyed, the Carlyle, 111., utility 
department paid 50 per cent 
more for its coal last year than 
in 1969 and then, to defray costs, 
switched to natural gas. Now 
gas prices are up 20 per cent 
and Supt. Virgil Bush says an 
electricity rate hike is "a good 
possibility." 


Many of the utilities attribut- 


ed the rising prices to fuel 
shortages and the need to obtain 
low-sulphur fuels to meet new 
air pollution standards. 


Generally, municipally oper- 


ated electric utilities were hit 
hardest last year by higher fuel 
costs. Unlike privately owned 
electric utilities, they are fre- 
quently prohibited by law from 
negotiating long-term fuel con- 
tracts and therefore are more 
subject to fluctuations in fuel 
prices.

The center shaft makes it dif- 
ferent. The big thing was that 
the ball rolled so much better 
without too much effort. If it's 
rolling well, you'll get to the 
hole." 


Surprisingly, 
Palmer's tee 


shots had a tendency to stray. 


"It was not good, less impres-

Bill Seeks 
More Money 
From Racing 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -A bill 


was introduced Wednesday in 
the Arkansas Senate that would 
increase the state's share of 
monies wagered at Oaklawn 
Park and Southland Greyhound 
Park. 


Sen. Bill 
H. Walmsley of 


Batesville, who introduced the 
measure, 
said 
the 
proposal 


would produce about $290,000 in 
additional revenue each year. 


State law presently provides 


that the state would receive 6 
per cent of the wagers, but 
Walmsley 
would 
raise 
the 


amount to 8 per cent of the 
amount wagered in excess of 
$800,000 each day at Oaklawn 
Park in Hot Springs and in ex- 
cess of $300,000 each day at 
Southland in West Memphis. 


Sen. Guy H. "Mutt1 Jones of 


Conway introduced a measure 
to require that the Arkansas Rac- 
ing Commission hire an out-of- 
state firm to make urine, saliva 
or other tests on horses raced 
at Oaklawn Park. 


The firm would be required 


to post bond of $100,000 to in- 
demnify the commission or any 
bettor at the track if the firm 
failed to properly perform the 
tests and report the results. 


Sen. Oscar Alagood of Little 


Rock introduced a bill to ex- 
empt from the state income tax 
any pension or other 
retire- 


ment income received by any 
minister or preacher of any or- 
ganized religion. The exemp- 
tion also would apply to the sur- 
vivor 
of 
any 
minister 
or 


preacher. 


Sen. J. A. Womack of Cam- 


den introduced a bill that would 
permit a person to run for pres- 
ident or vice president while 
also being a candidate for U.S. 
senator or member of Congress. 


Rep. Cal Ledbetter Jr. of Lit- 


tle Rock introduced a proposed 
constitutional amendment in the 
House that would permit the 
legislature to lower the voting 
age in the state to as low as 18. 


Other proposed constitutional 


amendments have been intro- 
duced in the legislature that 
would lower the voting age to 
18 without legislative approval. 


Ledbetter's amendment also 


would permit the legislature to 
submit up to eight amendments 
to the electorate at each gen- 
eral election, but any number 
above four would need the ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the mem- 
bership of each house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The legislature 
is now limited to three pro- 
posed amendments it may sub- 
mit In a general election. 


The Ledbetter proposal also 


would require an 
automatic 


vote each 20 years on whether 
to call a constitutional conven- 
tion if the question of calling a 
convention had not been submit- 
ted to voters during that period. 


Sens. Harold King of Sheridan 


and John F. "Mutt" Gibson of 
Dermott introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a computer-based sys- 
tem for collecting and storing 
data on crimes and highway 
safety. 


The King-Gibson bill is simi- 


lar to an administration mea- 
sure which the Senate defeated, 
but it does not provide a pen- 
alty for law enforcement offi- 
cers who fail to provide data 
requested for the system. The 
measure also 
would 
impose 


a $5,000 fine on anyone who dis- 
closed information in the sys- 
tem to any unauthorized person.

Witness Says 
She Feels 
No Guilt

LOS ANGELES (AP) - "I 


feel no guilt for what I've 
done," said Susan Atkins, con- 
fessed killer of Sharon Tate. "It 
was right then and I still believe 
it was right." 


"But how can it be right to 


kill somebody?" a defense law- 
yer asked. 


"How can it not be right when 


it's done with love?" she re- 
plied. 


Calm and deliberate, the tall 


brunette testified for a second 
full day Wednesday, elaborating 
on her earlier confession that 
she stabbed the beautiful blonde 
actress during a frenzied series 
of killings. 


She asserted she was pres- 


sured into telling her story to a 
county grand jury by a prosecu- 
tor who threatened her with the 
gas chamber if she didn't testi- 
fy. 


She also told of dealings with 


a lawyer who, she said, talked 
her into telling her story, then 
sold it without her knowledge. 


As a witness in the penalty 


phase of her trial and that of 
Charles Manson and two other 
women, she eagerly detailed her 
feelings during the act of kill- 
ing. She said she felt merciless 
and guiltless. 


"I believe I told Sharon Tate I 


didn't have any mercy for her 
at one time, and I don't expect 
any," she said. 


Miss Atkins and her three co- 


defendants have been convicted 
of murder-conspiracy in the kill- 
ings of Miss Tate and six others 
on two consecutive nights in Au- 
gust 1969. The jury must decide 
between life imprisonment or 
death. 


The slender Miss Atkins, 22, 


in black pants suit and pink 
blouse, said the seven murders 
were planned as "copycat kill- 
ings" meant to convince police 
that the slayers of musician 
Gary Hinman was still on the 
loose. She said it was hoped po- 
lice then would release Manson 
"family" member Robert Beau- 
soleil, under arrest and later 
convicted for that murder.

Peoce Envoy 
Offers 
Middle 


East Plan

TEL AVIV (AP) - U.N. 


peace envoy Gunnar V. Jarring 
has submitted to Israel and 
Egypt his own proposal for a 
peace settlement in the Middle 
East, a Tel Aviv newspaper re- 
ported today. 


Maariv said Jarring's plan 


would require Israel to with- 
draw from the Sinai Desert and 
retain the Gaza Strip. Both 
areas were occupied by Israel 


in the 1967 war. 


The strategic Tiran Strait 


would go back to Egypt under 
Jarring's proposal, but a U.N. 
peace-keeping force would be 
positioned there to insure free 
shipping, the newspaper said. 


Israel has said it wants to re- 


tain Gaza and also maintain a 
military presence on the Tiran 
Strait. 


Under the Jarring proposal, 


Cairo would agree to a perma- 
nent peace and recognize Is- 
rael's territorial integrity. 


The newspaper said that by 


making the offer, Jarring had 
abandoned his role as mediator 
in carrying peace proposals 
from one side to the other and 
for the first time was suggesting

Swedish envoy, who is conduct- 
ing the Middle East peace talks 
at U.N. headquarters in New 
York, soon would make his own 
proposals to speed up solution to 
the 22-year-old conflict.

cized Jarring's move as a

tween the two sides. 


Informed sources in Tel Aviv 


said that Israeli security men 
have broken an Arab guerrilla 
cell whose members posed as 
Israeli soldiers and threw gre- 
nades at Israeli facilities. 


There were a flurry of guerril- 


la attacks early today along the 
Lebanese and Syrian borders 
with Israel. 


A bazooka shell was fired at 


the Metulla settlement near Le- 
banon but caused no damage, 
an Israeli spokesman said. 


Guerrillas also fired a bazoo- 


ka at an Israeli army vehicle 
near Jebel Rous in the occupied 
Syrian Golan Heights. There 
were no casualties reported in 
the attack, and the commandos 
drew a barrage of Israeli mor- 
tar fire. 


In Jordan, Palestinian guerril- 


las charged that a 600-men Jor- 
danian army force supported by 
tanks attacked guerrilla posi- 
tions on the eastern edge of Am- 
man, killing or wounding sever- 
al civilians.

Flores, said the ex-East Los An- 
geles City College student is in 
top shape and has been train- 
ing hard for a projected match 
Feb. 25 at the Olympic Audi- 
torium with another title aspi- 
rant, Jimmy Robertson. 


Navarro is the North Ameri- 


can champion. 


Aileen Eaton, the Olympic 


Boxing Club promoter who will 
stage the fight in the Los An- 
geles Sports Arena, said Bu- 
chanan, 25, will receive his 
original guarantee of $60,000. 
Navarro will get $15,000, $5,000 
less than had been guaranteed 
Ramos. 


Ramos, Mrs. Eaton said, will 


be matched with the winner for 
the championship at a date to 
be determined. 


Buchanan, who had been fa- 


vored by a point or two over 
Ramos, figures to be a solid 
favorite over the less-experi- 
enced Navarro. 


Buchanan won the title on a 


15-round split decision from Is- 
mael Laguna in Puerto Rico 
last Sept. 26. His record is 38-1. 
He has never been stopped and 
has scored 16 knockouts. 


Ramos originally won the title 


on a ninth round knockout over 
the late Teo Cruz of Santa Do- 
mingo Feb. 18, 1969, and lost 
it to Laguna by a knockout on 
eye cuts in the ninth round in 
the Sports Arena March 4.

Dear Reader—Anemia is 


only one manifestation of the 
body's lack of iron. To re- 
plenish the body's store of 
iron, medicine must be con- 
tinued for several months 
a f t e r the anemia is cor- 
rected. 


Of course, if the cause of 


the iron deficiency can be 
corrected, 
that should be 


done, too. In many parts of 
the world intestinal parasites 
and poor nutrition are at 
fault. More often iron defi- 
ciency anemia o c c u r s in 
childbearing-age w o m e n . 
The only satisfactory way to 
manage this problem is by 
continuous iron replacement. 
The amount will vary with 
the individual.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I wonder 


if you could give me some 
information on thyroid con- 
ditions. I have been told I 
have low thyroid and have 
been given pills. The doctor 
says I must take this medi- 
cine indefinitely. Is this con- 
dition common, and does it 
lead to anything more ser- 
ious, or will it activate un- 
wanted hormones? 


Dear Reader—The thyroid 


gland is a remarkable organ. 
Within limits, when you give 
a 
normal person thyroid 


pills, the gland just quits 
putting out as much thyroid 
hormone. The end result is 
that the pill, plus the de- 
creased secretion of thyroid 
hormone, just meets body 
requirements. Th i s, means 
that small doses of thyroid 
h o r m o n e usually do not 
cause any harm. They can 
do a lot of good. 


Decreased thyroid function 


leads to a large number of 
symptoms, including o i l y 
hair and skin, constipation, 
intolerance to cold and "in- 
ward 
nervousness." 
It is 


often blamed for obesity but, 
in fact, overweight problems 
are usually caused by over- 
eating and insufficient activ- 
ity or both. Nevertheless, de- 
creased thyroid function can 
contribute to, or cause obe- 
sity in some cases. Low thy- 
roid function can cause mild 
anemias and seriously affect 
function of the reproductive 
organs in b o t h men and 
women. 


Low thyroid function can 


be caused by a problem in 
the thyroid gland or some- 
times by a failure of the 
small master gland under 
the brain, the p i t u i t a r y 
}.;land, that tends to regulate 
all the endocrine glands. In 
a few cases there is an ab- 
normality in the body cells 
that makes it impossible for 
them to use thyroid hormone 
efficiently 
in metabolism. 


These different causes often 
require different kinds of 
treatment. 


It is usually true that a 


person who really needs ad- 
ditional thyroid hormone will 
continue to need it the rest 
of his life. Failure to con- 
tinue to take the medicine 
the doctor prescribes results 
in a return of the original 
problems.

will be spent for a much-needed 
maximum security unit at 
Cummins. We would also hire 21 
parole officers to police and 
assist parolees in an effort to 
reduce the most expensive and 
heartbreaking prison problem — 
the habitual returnee. Our 
proposed system is modeled 
after the highly successful 
system how employed in Texas. 


We would increase our aid to 


cities and counties by 20 per cent 
$2 million a year — for badly 
needed 
community 
im- 


provements. 


Arkansas' state employees are 


the lowest paid in the nation. We 
cannot continue to expect state 
employees Jo subsidize all of us 
with their work — many of them 
lifetime devoted servants. $3.4 
million would provide a 1-fltep 
pay increase for state em- 
ployees. 


Arkansas has one of the 


brightest futures in the nation in 
tourism — a highly profitable 
industry for any state. Governor 
Bumpers wants a $22.5 million 
construction program for state 
parks financed by $4 million 
from the proposed tax package 
matching available federal 
money. In addition to the drastic 
improvement of the present 
parks two or three new parks 
would be established, including 
one at the DeGray Reservoir 
near Arkadelphia. The Gover- 
nor, backed by statistics from 
other states, feels that in- 
creasing park services will soon 
pay for themselves in increased 
tourism. 


WHERE'THE MONEY 


COMES FROM 


There are seven primary 


revenue sources which would 
support the general revenue 
increase. (1) An increase in the 
individual income tax adjusting 
the tax brackets so that the 
higher the income the larger 
proportionate tax share would be 
paid. An example would be a 
percentage of 6 per cent state tax 
on a family whose income is in 
the $15,000 to $24,999 range while 
a family's income range of $6,000 
to $8,999 would pay only 3.5 per 
cent. A family with an income of 
$12,000 with two children would 
pay an additional $36.00 a year or 
lOc a day. 


(2) Extension of the sales tax 


to used merchandise would bring 
an additional $3 million, 


(3) A sales tax on auto and 


electrical repairs — $2.2 million. 


(4)TRepeal of the use tax 


exemption for transportation, 
utility and pipeline companies - 
$2.5 million over the next two 
years. 


(5) Removal of cigarettes from 


sales tax exemption - $25 million 


(6) Reduction of the discount 


given to merchants for collecting 
the sales tax from 2 to 1 per cent 
— $15 million. 


(7) Increasing the real estate 


transfer tax to $1.10 per $1,000 — 
net 
$500,000 in additional 


revenues. 


An interesting note is that the 


House Revenue and Taxation 
Committee unanimously voted to 
sponsor the Governor's entire 
tax package. The Senate, 
traditionally, will give it a 
rougher time. 


In all fairness to Governor 


Bumpers I feel he has sincerely 
tried to increase the services of 
state government in areas where 
they are needed the most. I also 
feel that he has made a genuine 
step toward good government by 
trying to distribute the increases 
equitably among individuals, 
corporations and at the same 
tune increase efficiency in state 
government.

law, has not had time to show its 
effects through economy and 
efficiency in government.

revenues there are specific 
portion I do not support.

to the income tax bill, which 
would raise $15 million of the

were that it did not exempt 
from the tax the incomes of 
persons who earn $3,000 or less 
a year, it does not contain a 
capital gains provision and it 
adds new brackets at the up- 
per-income levels requiring in- 
dividuals to pay higher rates 
than required of corporations. 


In addition, Nowotny said, no 


"proper 
adjustments" 
have 


been made in the bill in the 
mid-income bracket, "that area 
that pays all the taxes," for 
families. 


"Our 
law today, and not 


changed by the bill, makes on- 
ly a $50 difference between a 
single man in the upper income 
bracket and a man who has a 
wife and a family of two chil- 
dren or more," Nowotny said. 


He said the cost of collecting 


the income tax from persons 
who earn less than $3,000 —and 
who are required to pay at a 1 
per cent rate — probably was 
more than the revenue derived. 


Nowotny said he thought the 


increase in the rates of income 
tax on high incomes probably 
could be justified, but he said

Under the Bump- 
ers income tax bill, individuals 
would pay at the rate of 7 per 
cent on taxable income from 
$25,000 to $40,000 and at the 
rate of 9 per cent on income 
above $40,000. Under the pres- 
ent personal income tax law, 
individuals pay 5 per cent on 
all 
taxable 
income 
above 


$25,000. 


A number of legislators have 


complained that the 1969 cor- 
porate income taxes were too 
severe. 


Nowotny said he wanted to 


give Bumpers credit for reform 
in "closing loopholes," but he 
added that "there is more to 
tax reform than just closing a 
few loopholes." 


"There is the concept of giv- 


ing the tax break where it is 
necessary and where it is de- 
served, 
along with

creases needed," Nowotny said.

tions and in recommending a 
reduction from 2 to 1 per cent 
of the discount merchants re- 
ceive for collecting the sales 
tax. He said there was a ques- 
tionable reform proposed by 
Bumpers in his bill to extend 
the 3 per cent sales tax to re- 
pair services.

MIAMI BEACH (AP) — A la- 


bor group urged today stronger 
federal laws to protect Ameri- 
cans against the prying and 
spying of credit bureaus that 
list everything from salary to 
sex habits. 


The credit industry has devel- 


oped into a nationwide private 
intelligence network with files 
on 110 million Americans that 
threaten massive invasion of 
privacy, said a report by the 
AFL-CIO Maritime Department. 


"Invasion of privacy involves 


'credit checks,' with the indis- 
criminate gathering of informa- 
tion about a person—his person- 
al habits, his family affairs, his 
sexual conduct, his drinking 
habits, his working relation- 
ships, his income, his debts," 
the report said. 


It said credit is crucial to the 


nation's economy and credit 
checks are a necessary evil, but 
should be closely controlled to 
prevent abuse. 


It urged strengthening of the 


1970 Fair Credit Reporting Act 
by forbidding gathering of polit- 
ical, religious and other infor- 
mation that has nothing to do 
with credit. 


The law should also forbid 


credit firms from selling or giv- 
ing information to other firms, 
government agents or individu- 
als who have no business look- 
ing at credit information, it add- 
ed.

The bill encountered the stiff- 


est opposition offered any ad- 
ministration bill in the House. 
It was defeated Monday, but 
was revived Tuesday when the 
House decided to reconsider its 
action. Rep. Boyce Alford of 
Pine Bluff blocked a vote Tues- 
day with a minifilibuster. 


The proposal would establish 


procedures supervising the hir- 
ing, training, promotion, dis- 
missal and suspension of about 
7,000 state employes. An esti- 
mated 2,700 to 3,000 other em- 
ployes presently are under a 
merit system. 


Proponents argued that the 


bill would protect state em- 
ployes from the vagaries of pol- 
itics and, prevent hiring and fir- 
ing for political reasons. 


"It's time we moved Arkan- 


sas from a patronage system, 
from a hiring system based on 
who you know, to a hiring sys- 
tem based on how qualified you 
are," said Rep. Cal Ledbetter 
Jr. of Little Rock. 


Rep. Hugh Kincaid of Fay- 


etteville said the state could at- 
tract and retain qualified per- 
sonnel if state employes were 
protected 
against 
political 


abuse. 


"I'm for the victor getting 


the spoils, but what I'm against 
is the hacks spoiling the 
spoils," said Rep. James C. 
Cole of Malvern in support of 
the bill. 


Rep. Frank Henslee of Pine 


Bluff, however, claimed that 
the bill would not remove state 
employement from politics. "It 
will place state employes in a 
locked-in position of supporting 
whatever administration is in 
power at the moment," he said. 


Henslee said the bill would 


place state government "one 
more step out of the hands of 
the people." He said it could 
lead to a "faceless society of 
Mimeographed forms where the 
people have no voice and 
bureaucrats are in control." 


Rep. Charles Honey of Pres- 


cott said the governor should be 
able to hire persons who share 
his viewpoint and dismiss those 
who don't. He urged the House 
to tell Bumpers "here today 
that he's making a mistake" by 
pushing the bill. 


Rep. W. F. Foster Sr. of Eng- 


land said the bill could permit 
state employes to band togeth- 
er in a powerful lobby. 


"This will put them deeper 


into politics," he said. 


The child care proposal 


passed by the Senate, spon- 
sored by Sen. Virgil Fletcher of 
Benton, would amend a 1969 
law by putting the Health De- 
partment's name in each place 
where the Welfare Department 
is named in the act. The vote was 
27-3. 


The bill also would create a 


nine-member advisory commit- 
tee, composed chiefly of owners 
or operators of child care cen- 
ters, to aid the Health Depart- 
ment in drafting regulations. 


The measure is a successor to 


a bill Fletcher persuaded the 
Senate to pass earlier that 
would have permitted the Wel- 
fare Department to regulate on- 
ly child care centers receiving 
federal or state aid. That con- 
troversial measure would have 
restricted the Welfare Depart- 
ment's regulatory power 
to 


about 400 of the state's estimat- 
ed 1,600 child care facilities.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


chief enforcer of President Nix- 
on's new pollution battle plan 
has knocked down an earlier 
presidential report criticized by 
a Democratic congressman as 
fostering a "state's right to pol- 
lute." 


William D. Ruckelshaus, ad- 


ministrator of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, spoke 
Monday in terms that appeared 
to reject five controversial par- 
agraphs of Nixon's Economic 
Report to Congress last week. 


"The separate states of this 


union compete for industry to 
provide jobs for their citizens, 
revenues for government and 
prosperity 
for 
merchants," 


Ruckelshaus told the Indiana 
Legislature. 


"We cannot allow that compe- 


tition to lure some states into 
relaxing their regulatory role at 
the expense of the environ- 
ment," he added: '.The federal 
presence 
behind 
the 
states 


strengthens your role as regula- 
tors, insuring that no states 
should suffer disadvantage be- 
cause of vigilant protection of 
its environment." 


Rep. Henry Reuss of Wiscon- 


sin had criticized a portion of 
the Economic Report as encour- 
aging states to overlook pollu- 
tion in their competitive thirst 
for new industry. 


The report said the federal 


government should set mini- 
mum standards for clean air 
and water and allow "interstate 
and regional agencies to adopt 
standards appropriate to local 
circumstances ...." 


"As industries are forced to 


bear the costs of using the envi- 
ronment, those who have had 
high costs will lose part of their 
market to those with lower envi- 
ronmental costs ...," it con- 
tinued. 


Reuss said, "Under their phi-
